owners flush under the wires, scarce- 
ly refer to racing annals without hear- 
ing of victories feminine owners have 
won. In the last decade women have 
copped famous cups, hung up records 
and even have led the money win- 
ners. 


Mrs. Anthony Pelleted of New Or- 
eans added to their turf glories this 
spring when her colt Bay View won thq 
§100,000 Santa Anita Handicap, Amer- 
ica's richest horserace, 
Colts owned 


by three other women have won the 
Derby in the last decade. One of them 
—Mrs. 
Payne 
Whitney's 
Twenty 


Grand—held the Derby record for ten 
years, until this spring when Whirl- 
away clipped 2-5 of a second from his 
time. Mrs. Isabel Dodge Slone made 
some feminine racing history in 1934 
by topping American money winners 
on the track with a take of more than 
a quarter of a million dollars. She 
was the first woman to top the take 
since Qupeen Anne of England cop- 
ped the first purse for her sex—$50 
—in 1714. 


Foremost among the women who 


are racing at Belmont today is Mrs. 
Payne Whitney, owner of the Green- 
tree Stables. Mrs. Whitney, daughter 
of a former Secretary of State (th,e 
late John Hay) and widow of the 
sportsman, Payne Whitney, is known 
as America's first lady of the turf. 
She knows and loves horses and has 
owned famous flat racers and steeple- 
chasers. In her present siring is the 
two-year-old 
filly, 
Spanish 
Moss, 


which recently won the $5,000 Fashion 
Stakes. 


Mrs. Whitney, who was second on 


the list of last year's money winners, 
is gentle.s&ftvoiced, a favorite at th£ 
tracks.

pastry. 


Actually, this star is pretty easy 


to please in the kitchen or din- 
ing room. But he will change hotels for 
better food. 


He prefers simple things mostly. 


Give him good beef, loads and loads 
of creamed things and you make him 
happy. 


Ho lias a lot of cafe society friends 


who call him "The Beard." '.Some of 
them don't know he can cook at all. 
But a few of them were with him 
the other night after a show when lie 
triumphantly stopped by the Shanty 
restaurant in New York to show them 
something different. 


He took over the cook-it-your-self 


kitchen. (It was a planned job). Out 
of the icebox he took potatoes pre- 
viously cooked for him. He wanted 
something special to go with ham- 
burgers. Here is how he explains the 
Monty Woolley creamed potatoes: 


Bake your potatoes the day before 


and keep them in the ice box all 
night. Peel and slice, then cook po- 
tatoes in milk. When they arc heat- 
ed, add salt, pepper and butler. Just 
before serving add the faintest pinch 
of nutmeg. 


Another of his choice recipes is Oy- 


sterplunt del-Monty. Again he has a 
little trick fur getting a

flavor. His prescription: 


Wash, peel and dice oyster-plant.

The ABC's of 
Crocheting 


Knitting Is Based 
on Few Founda- 
tion Stitches 


AP Feature Service 


Crocheting, like knitting, is based 


on a few foundation stitches. First 
step is to learn to hold the hook and 
thread comfortably. Next, make the 
foundation stitches. Then practice un- 
til you crochet in uniform stitches. 
Heavy thread and a large crochet 
hook are good for practice. The four 
steps illustrated here will guide you. 


1. (The chain stitch.) Take thread 


in your left hand, the end toward you, 
and catch it between the little and 
ring fingers. To make a loop, hold 
the hook in your right hand, put 
it under 
the • thread between 
the 


forefinger and middle finger and twist 
the thread completely around. The 
twist thus made is held with the fore- 
finger and thumb of the left hand. 
Wrap the main length of threat around 
the hook to "thread over." Now draw 
through the loop just formed. Pull 
the short end of the thread to tight- 
en the loop and you start the chain 
stitch. 


2. With the loop on the hook, place 


the thread over the left hand and 
hold the hook. Wrap the main length 
of thread around the hook and pull 
through the loop. This forms the'first 
full stitch. Repeat this chain stitch 
for required length of what you are 
making. On this foundation stitch yuo 
can make any stitch desired, 


3. Single Crochet (sc" in most in- 


structions): Skip the first chain stitch 
and insert the hook in the next. Wrap 
thread around the • hook to "thread 
over" and pull through the chain. 
There should be two loops on your 
hook now. Thread over the hook and 
pull through both loops. This com- 
pletes one single crochet. Now make 
single crochet stitches in each stitch 
to the end of the row. To make a 
second row and subsequent rows of 
single crochet, chain'one stitch at end 
of row, turn your work so that the 
wrong side is facing you, insert hook 
in top of next stitch and continue as 
in first, row, 


4. As in single crochet, make a 


foundation of about 20 chain stitches. 
Wrap thread around hook to "therad 
over." Insert hook in fourth stitch 
from hook, and draw thread through. 
You should have three loops on your 
hook. Then " thread 
over" hookr, 


draw thread 
through 
two 
loops! 


"Thread over" again and pull through 
two loops, leaving one loop on the 
hook. This completes one double cro- 
chet. Continue making double crochet 
in each stitch to end of chain. To make 
second and subsequent rows, chain 
three stitches, turn your work. Con- 
tinue along previous row of double 
crochet.
